the hair partng member leading, mad liquid 
is appKet. to the hair by the rotary brush in 
die pardig formed by -die paring niember, 
I hsvt further described and churned in 
that appi cation apparatus for applying Jiquids 
to die scrtp comprising a body* a tour part* 
30 ing member on said body, means f« attach- 
ing a reservoir for liquid to sad body, and 
achanne: in said body for conveying liquid 
tan a i:»ervoir attached to said body toa 
rafcry or an mourned in a cavuj in the body 
35 die said Uooid being applied by the brasn 
tn the ha;? in tfc* parting fanned by uit patt- 
ing member. 

According to the present invention, in 
apparatus for applying liquids m the scalp 
40 A to daim 1 or 5 jrfSpeotatton 
Now 808 3 '62, the channel leads *nm a further 
cavity in the body above the cayiry in which 
the rotary brush is mounted aftd the liquid 
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is fed from the said avity to die rotary 
ferush. ^ 

The invention is hereinafter described with 
rcfcrcnct to the accompanying drawings, in 
whiea: — 

Figure 1 is a side deration, shnilar to 
Figui? 1, of Potent Spedflcatkn. 808,7p 50 
of a form of apparatus according to the 
present invention; 

Figure 2 is a front ekvadon of the appa- 
ratus shown in Figure 1; and 

Figure 3 is a Iragitudioftl section through 55 
the apparatus shown in Figure 1. 

The apparatus shown in the drawings com- 
prises a body 31 which, like the body 10 of 
the apparatus described in Patent Specifica- 
tion No. 808,702, Is of small width compared 
with its length and height, the body having 
its greatest height at its centre and tapering 
towards its ends. A rounded point 32 at the 
forward end of the body commutes a hair- 
parflng member, and at the rear cud there 
& provided an upwartUy^opening screw- 
threaded socket 33. In the lower edge of the 
body, about midway between its ends, is 
formed a flat-sided slot of part-circular 
shape as viewed from the tide of the appa- 
ratus, the lower edge of die body, at th* 
moult of the slot, being concentric with, but 
of smaller radius than, ±c curved wall of 
the slot Directly above die slot 34 there is 
formed in the body a cavity 35 which com- 
municates with the said slot through a 
plurality of aperture* 36 spaced along the 
central part of the curved wall of the sloe 
A passage 37 in the body leaas unwanftr 
from the bottom of the screw-threaded socket 
33 to the top of the cavity 35. 

A pair of lateral ribs 38, 38 extend from 
the point 32 in a rearward ojrecnon, me nos 
increasing in depth towards die centre of 
die body, and curving upwardly in a rear; 
ward direction. Below die upwardly-curved 
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portions of the ribs 38, between tte pcipt 32 
Sd Se slot 34, *ere are provided a pm 39 
and a too* 41. 
In the slot 34 there la mourn^ ona 

5 spindle 42, a enndar brush 43 which w free 
to rotate m the sa& slot, . « 

The screvHfcrefided socket S3 » jriaftad 
to receive the *crcw<hrcaded neck of a con- 
tainer 44, of elongated bulbous shape as 

10 shown, the container 44 being resiliendy 

Both die body 31 and the container 44 
are preferably formed of thermoplastic 
meterk by moulding. The material is con-

Thft apparatus uhowa in ™ drawings « 
used in substantially the same manner as 
that shown in tb* drawings aranrpanying 
Patent Specification No. 808,762, the body 
being held between the thumb and the tips 

of the fins*" *» VTLSfJfrS 
tatoer 44 can be squeezed whilst the body 
is so held. The cavity 35 is filled with the 
liquid by squeezing the conftunrr 44, and 
£e brush 43 tecciyts the substance fr om the 
cavity 35, the raw* Uquid flowing -by jtwry 
on to the brush. Thus a regular flow is 
achieved without continoaus mampuMon 
of the container and the operation is less 
30 fatiguing. Temporary increase of now can 
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be achieved by squeezing the co ntainer 44 
suificieody to fill ie cavity 35 and produce 
a slight increase of pressure therein. The 
jcjjn liquid" is id be understood as includ- 
ing semi-] liauid substances such as creams 
which flow readily under slight pressure. 
WHAT I CLAIM IS: 

1. Apparatus for applying liquids to the 
scalp according to chum 1 or 2 of Patent 
Swxd&^mon & 808,762, wherein, Ac chan- 40 
pel leads into a further cavity in the fcody 
above the c*vHy in which the rotary brush 

is mounted and die liquid is fed from the 
said further cavity to the rotary brush, 

2. Apparatus according to claim I, *> 

wbwsin the channel lead* into the upper end 
of the further cavity and is so arranged that 
liquid flaws upwardly from *e reservoir into 
said cavity* '

scalp according to claim 1 or 2 of Parent 
Speoflcarion So. 808,762, subsranrialiy as 
described wkh reference to, and as shown in, 
die accompanying drawings.
